HAVE A RIGHT TO DEMAND I 

By Victor L. Berger, 

T RUL'V liie great nu&ses oi the people—the very |>art that 
does all oi the hard work, the manual and nerve talxir—^are 
nowdantocd to a hell w ithout hope or liketiho^ of retlemptitm. 
They are doomed to a life of suffering, of misery, of igno- - 
ranee, and of Constant torture. They live scantily from day to day, are 
badly fed, badly dressed and badly housed, and, what is wor.«e. are in 
constant danger of being deprived of opportiiiiily to labor. And that . 
casualty may in a short time turn the well-meaning workman into a '■ 
good-for-nothing tramp, his wi^e and daughters into despised creatures ' 
of lust, and his sons into thieves. y 

. * • • •a * 

.And. queeriy enough while our laws protect property and "mor.. 
als,” capitalists and mflrtlerers, they do not protect the man in need of • 
work. He finds himself .confronted with the alternative of taking 
"charily” or of starving. If he wants protection lie .must commit a 
crime. He must .steal, rob or become a common drunkard. Then be is 
.."protected" b^’ the law. He is sent to jail, or to the so-called “house 
of correction. ’ And some agent of the county, or of some organize<I 
charity, "lakes care" of his wife and children. i 

And yet if we look closer, all the elements are at hand to make 
a comparative heaven out of this hell. Tliere are all tlie tilings that 
laborers need in all countries, and in plenty. Especially is this th« 
case ill America, w here there is an abundance of alfgood things, for thq 
laborers have produced them. And if there sliould not be enough, 
they would produce more if permitted to do so. 

Right here wc catch a glimpse of one of the cardinal {Kiiiits of 
the wlxilc question: The question of all the misery in the world. 

The workmen would and could produce everything in plenty; but 
they cannot do so at will. They must wait for somebody else to (lernilt 
them to <lo so. to give them work, for they do not own tlie tools or the 
raw materials. 

* • • 

The fixils (i e., the machines! are expensive now-a-davs. there, 
fore tlicy are under complete control of the capitalist class. The 
tools of tixlay also require a great amount of raw material, and to buy 
tliat-rjcquircs capital, which is another reason why capital controls 
production. 

You see, then, that “capitalism" is the wall tliat the devil has put 
up lietween the laborer and his product. , 

The laborers, under present conililions. cannot employ themselves, 
but arc dejiendent on the will and convenience of some owner of tools 
and materials. -And not for love nor for Christian charity docs tliQ 
owner of the tools and materials give the laborers employment. He 
dues so to invest capital, and to make profit. 

• « « « 
The workingman’s labor has become a mere ware in the market, 
And, as siicli. his labor (i. c., himself) is subject to the same condi¬ 
tions as every other ware, the conditions of supply and demand. He 
ami his labor are now also subject to competition. 

The workingman’s labor, or rather his time, tliat is. his life, is 
now bought in tlic open market, by the highest bidder on the one luind.

plo.vcr, cares to buy the laborer's time only when he is young, 
strong and hcalthv. When he is sick, or when he is old, the eniploy^c 
has no use for him. "Business is business,” you know. 

•And because of this, we see that our so-called free-worker is act¬ 
ually worse off llun the blacks were under tlavery before iTie war. 
The Mack was “property,*^ and represented about $1,000 of vahiei, 
which his mf^stcr owned; therefore, the master took good care of h’nn, 
and was anxious to have hint in good coodiHon m tong as posstUe. 

' • - * ■ a 

Thus we see plainly that \ht privote tnenerthip of .the meant of 
produetion, which was formerly the means of securing the prmluct of 
tlie producer, has now become the means of exploitation — and conse- 
quently of servitude. 'Tlie devdopment of the tool into the machine 
teparaies the workman from his product. In this way. a comjiaratively; 
small number of capitalists obtain a monopoly of the means of pro¬ 
duction. 

• • s 'y 

It is paltry evasion for our capitalists to say that the workers are 
free to accept oi;,to refuse the terms of their employers.. The la¬ 
borers must consent. If they refuse the terms, there arc plenty of 
others, hungry, starved and desperate, ready to take their places.' But 
suppose it were possible that the employer could not get oilier men to 
take the places of tliose who refuse the' terms offered (and pray do 
not for a moment think that such could actually be the case; this it 
merely a catie of supposition), the emnloyer could stand h; he yrould 
merely stop business for the lime being. And do not imanne (m on« 
instant thu he would suffer privation by doing so. His name would 
be just as radiant with luxury as ever, and he would probably try to 
endure'life by a trip to some foreign country, 

• • * ’, 

Now, another important consideration. Since tlie working peo¬ 
ple of the country do not receive the filll value o(, their product, can 
they be expected to buy back these products? ' Their numcrkal 
strength makes tliein the chief coiuiuners of the country, and those on 
whom production mainly depends. In this way (by the laboring people 
not being able to consnme enough) and by the planless A-ay in which 
production is carried on in general, the to-eaiUd over-pr^uction is 
created. That is, no matter how much or how little the toilm of a natiim 
create, they alwavs create nwre than the)- are able to buy with their 
wages. And in this way so-called crises originate. They have come 
upos us about .every twenty years, roughly speaking, since capitiKst 
production began its sway. At such times tl^ trade and the manufac¬ 
turing of a nation come to a standstill because "there is too much on 
liand!” 

And the working people have to stop work and gn ragged and 
hungry, bteouse there is too mueh on hand. .And just now wc are hav. 
irig one of these crises, or are very near one. 

• • • 

But for the poor people th^ limes are aluvys lard. 

During "hard times” the wives and dau^ters of the capilaKits 
do not leave off attending balls, parties, and the opera, in their silks 
and diamonds. On the contrary, ii the times are very Itard the cliarity 
organizations, which, in spite of some good intentions that are liack of 
them, are intended to deal out hu.sh money to the dispossessed, simply 
arrange a "charity hall." And then they ilance and eat—for the jxxir. 

There is but one complete dtliferance from the rnlc oi the r'cople 
by capital—and that is the rule of capital by the people. If much of 
what has been considered private property is to be absiwlint in great 
monopolist ownership, as seems to be the inevitable outcome of the 
comjielitivc struggle, tlmi the pe<^1e as a whole should becouw the 
monopolists! Arw that is called Socialism. -And its gradual .intro¬ 
duction is the chief aim of the fsocial-Dcmocratic party.

However we are not going to wait aad to starve untiL?oc!a>ism 
is introdneed Thcrr are 15.000 nersons entireh' out of woik in Mil- 
waukee. wliile tojooo others ivork only part of the time.

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IT IS A SDPREME DUPOSITION 

Prof. Giddinga* Vierf of the Supreme Court.

ll was a justice of the Saprente 
Court of the United States who, in 
a public address remarked: ‘‘This 
coumrj’ is full of constitutional law¬ 
yers just now. Words and phrases 
are given tjtore elasticity than nib- 
ber. and so stretched as to include 
everything which an exitable peo¬ 
ple clamor for.” 

We mu.st regret that Mr. Justice 
Brewer <lid not add'to this informa¬ 
tion a specific statement as to 
whether, in his judgment, at least 
five of the nine honorable justices 
of the Supreme Court may always 
be discovered and counted among 
these constitutional lawyers, by 
whom words and phrases '“arc 
given more elasticity tluin rubber." 
There is a pres-alent notion in the 
mind of the American people that 
snch is. indeed, the fact. 

Of this at lea.st we may rest as¬ 
sured, that neither Mr. Justice 
Brewer nor any other of his hon¬ 
orable cotleaguM would allege that 
the Supreme Conrt since the civil 
war h» nniformly regarded the 
tetter of our written constitution as 
an inelastic quantity. Not one of 
them venture to claim that the court 
has nndeviatingly upheld the prin- 
dple laid down by Chief Justice 
Marshall, that "the intelligrat men 
who framed our' constitution and 
the people who adopted it, must 
have understood and emplo>-ed 
words in their natural sense and to 
have intended wbat was said." 

. Any iilich contention would open 
tlie way to a series of questions too 
embarrassing for any tribunal what¬ 
soever to answer. For it would 
compel the intelligent skeptic to in¬ 
quire how, then, it happened that at 
one time the Supreme Court as¬ 
sured us that Congress had power 
to create a legal tender paper 
money, and at another time assured

us that any exercise of such power 
was in violation of constitutional 
law; or how it could happen that an 
income tax could be constitutiouai 
at one period in our history, and by 
the easy device of a technical play¬ 
ing upon a few words and phrases 
in no wajr vital to the plain intent 
of the congressional statute, could 
he made unconstitutional at a later 
period. It would compel our skep¬ 
tic further to ask how does it lup- 
pen tliat. if words'bn<l phrases are 
held to be inelastic and unmistak¬ 
able. onr constitutional law so fre¬ 
quently in the judgment of five jus¬ 
tices prescribes one thing, while in 
the judgment of the four other jus¬ 
tices it prescribes a diametrically 
opposite thing. 

Supreme Court Assumes Pov.tr to 
Interpret the Constitution. 

It is useless .to press this point. 
The quite obvious and tindecied 
fact is that the Supreme Court has 
the power to assume that the words 
of the constitution are inelastic, or 
to assume at discretion that they 
are more elastic than rubber—nay, 
than heated air—and, according as 
it adopts the one attitude or the 
other. It leaves the constitution as it 
was maje' by the convention and by 
the people in the exercise of their 
constitution-amending power, or it 
creates a totally different set of 
practical consequences from those 
tliat could come into existence un¬ 
der a strict construction. 

In a word, stripping the question 
of technicalities, it seems to the lay 
mind ciitirelv certain that when the 
Supreme Court, under the leader¬ 
ship of Marsliall, logically assumed 
authority to declare an enactment 
of Congress unconstitutional, it did 
inevitably by implication assume 
authority to recreate the constitu¬ 
tion for practical purposes. Whe¬ 
ther or not it Ins already ex¬ 
ercised such authority and power I 
leave to others to discuss, and, if 
possible, to decide. My puipose is 
merely to raise the question whether 
it is consistent with any plan of 
government by the people, for the 
people, that the actual institu¬ 
tional system, to which lejpslation 
and administration must acoonuno- 
date themselves, should, for all 
practical purposes, be created by a 
tribunal of nine elderly gentlemen, 
bolding office for life. 

This qiKstion is not now'raised 
for the first time in the history of 
constitutional government It was 
raised in those critical days for 
Engiisb liberty when Cook, on the 
one hand, and Lord Bacon, on the 
other hand, contended for and 
against the authority of the judges 
to be final arbiters of constitutional 
law. The story of this struggle. 
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as told by Gardiner in the third 
volume of his monumental history, 
is one of the most significent chap¬ 
ters in llie great drama of the ris* 
of the English people as a self-gov¬ 
erning commonwealtli. 

Bacon contended that lawyers, 
like clergy-men, with their p^iun 
for fogical refinement and their lack 
of personal experience of the every¬ 
day life of men, are not the proper 
stuff of which to make broad-mind¬ 
ed statesmen. Be this as it may. 
Bacon carried his point against 
Cook. The legislative branch of 
th- government, instead of the ju¬ 
dicial, was made in England the 
dominant poiyer. Tlte consequences 
are familiar to all. The British 
Parliament is the legal sovereign in 
the United Kingdom. The people 
can there. express their will with a 
directness which in .\merica is al¬ 
together impossible. In actual prac¬ 
tice the legislative body, has become 
a sober and responsible bo<Iy. and 
for the all-sufficient reason that the 
necessity of assuming responsibil¬ 
ity creates the sense of responsi- 
bilitv as a habit of the human mind. 

liiis elementary and wril-demon- 
strated moral fact is a sufficient 
reply to those who say tlut, while 
wc do indeed desire and believe in 
government by the people, we 
should guard against popular 
clamor and mob action, as zealously 
as we guard against despotism. But 
there is another answer also, 
which in its turd is sufficient anil 
conclusive. Papular goveniment 
should be, in the long run it must 
be, an expression of the solier 
second thought. But it must be tlic 
sober second tliought of the jieoplc 
themselves. Tlie thought of nine 
justices, whetlicr it be first thought 
or second thojight or third tlunight, 
is no more popular government 
than is the ukase of the czar of the 
Russians. 

There is. I believe but one way- 
out of our difficulties. It consists in 
frankly recognizing the fact that 
we must make our constitutional 
frame of gos-emment flexible and 
adaptable to changing conditions; 
and if we are to be indeed a demo¬ 
cratic people, the alterations in the 
fundamental law must be made by 
the people themselves, and not by 
their judges^^_

young girls into tlie gutter. My 
award is that you pav what they 
ask.”
